POLICE have stepped up 
patrols in Haverhill after a 
spate of night-time house bur¬ 
glaries which have rocked the 
town during this summer’s hot 
weather. 

At the beginning of August, 
Inspector Peter Ferrie said there 
had been eight burglaries over 
the previous six weeks. 

Then between August 3 and 
August 26, there have been a 
further 10 burglaries plus two 
attempts to enter homes over¬ 
night. 

In all but one case, it was clear 
that intruders had found their 
way in through an insecure 
downstairs window or door. 

Inspector Mel Leaman said 
that patrols had been increased 
across the whole town in a bid to 
try and catch burglars in the act. 

However, when officers took to 
the streets on Saturday night 
they were dismayed to discover 
that residents were still leaving 
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themselves open to attack. 

Inspector Leaman said: “There 
was a tremendous amount of 
open windows in Haverhill that 
night. 

“You could have done 10 or 15 
burglaries on that night alone. 
And they were ground floor 
windows.” 

The inspector said that care¬ 
lessly leaving windows and 
doors unlocked - and even wide 
open - is making it easy for peo-

pie to break in. 

He said: “I have been out to 
burglaries and it has such an 
amazing impact on residents - 
people need to help themselves 
by shutting the windows and 
doors.”

Survey is ‘skewed’ 
for the high street 


A SURVEY that could decide the fate of 
Haverhill’s high street has come under 
fire. 

Suffolk County Council urged the com¬ 
munity to take part in their online sur¬ 
vey and voice their opinion on what they 
would like to see in the high street. 

But a post on a community message 
board has revealed that web-savvy sur¬ 
veyors have found a way to fill out ques¬ 
tions twice - meaning the end result 
could be an unfair one. 

The responses to questions including, 
“what is your view on parking in the 
town centre” and “what is your view on 
bus and taxi services to the town centre” 
will be carried forward to a workshop. 

Information from this session will then 
be used to present options for the future 
- including pedestrianisation and 
improved access for the town centre. 

Haverhill Town Council’s town clerk 
Will Austin has said that this glitch will 
lead to a false representation of what the 
town’s residents actually want to see. 

He said: “There are people who would 
like their view point to be entered more 
than once. People are now attempting to 
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complete this survey again and it’s a bit 
of a worry.” 

Mr Austin said that the Haverhill Town 
Council spent time completing a face to 
face survey with more than 700 people. 

Seventy per cent of participants voted 
in favour of pedestrianisation of the 
high street between 10am and 4pm 
every day. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk County 
Council said that they are aware of the 
online survey issue and are currently 
looking into the specifics. 

She said: “There are also a number of 
other ways we are engaging with the 
public, including encouraging residents

and business owners to have direct con¬ 
versations with their local councillors. 

“Residents and business owners have 
also had letters dropped through their 
doors locally.”

He said: “They will take their survey 
into account and if it has been under¬ 
mined it will give a skewed view of the 
community feelings about the future of 
the high street.”

The groups took the deci¬ 
sion to share their budget 
and resources to 
ensure they are pro¬ 
viding the best ser¬ 
vice possible - and 
avoiding overlap. 

Voluntary Network 
manager Caroline 
Cowie said that both 
organisations will 
keep their separate 
identities and there will 



be no disruption to the cur¬ 
rent services which provide 
for those in need. 

She said: “The services we 
offer are a life line to hun¬ 
dreds of local people includ¬ 
ing some of the most vulner¬ 
able members of our commu¬ 
nities such as the elderly, 
those with impaired mobility, 
people with disabilities and 
the unemployed. 

“We hope by pooling our 
resources we can improve our 
services and as a result 
improve the quality of 
life of many, many 
people.”

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Teen freerunner 
celebrating life 


A BROKEN neck has not stopped 
this teenager from living his 
life. 

Seventeen-year-old Callum 
Jefferson lost his footing while 
freerunning up a tree in 
September last year. 

Despite spending six months 
in hospital and being paralysed 
from the chest down, Callum is 
determined to get the most out 
of every day. 

Callum, of Colbeck Road, 
Haverhill, insists he is “still 
Callum, but shorter and faster” 
because he’s on wheels. 

Mum Mandy, 49, says her son 
is an inspiration. 

She said: “At the hospital the 
only time he complained was 
when the telly broke because he 
was lying flat on his back. 

“I will take my hat off to him -1 
know he’s my son, but he’s been 
brilliant.” 

September 15, 2012, is a day 
Callum and his family will 
remember forever. 

Callum had been freerunning 
for four years when his foot 
slipped on a tree and he somer-

saulted to the ground near 
Haverhill library. 

After waiting more than an 
hour for an ambulance, Callum 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s. He 
spent two months in their care 
before being transferred to 
Stoke Mandeville for four 
months. 

His neck was repaired with a 
metal plate and a bone graft and 
the family remain hopeful that 
further improvements will come 
in the future. 

Mandy said: “It’s not necessar¬ 
ily a happy ending because he’s 
not walking, but he has got 
movement in his legs. And his 
age is a good sign.” 

Callum, who has recently been 
on an activity week with The 
Back Up Trust doing horse rid¬ 
ing, abseiling and rock climb¬ 
ing, says his injuries are not as 
bad as people think. 

He said: “Everyone thinks it is 
worse than it is. I don’t see much 
reason to get down about the 


accident - if you keep a positive 
attitude then everything is fine.” 

After breaking his neck, 
Callum said he felt lucky to be 
alive. While he was still in hos¬ 
pital he proposed to his girl¬ 
friend Sian North, also 17. 

He said: “Being that close to 
dying I didn’t want to be left as 
being just her boyfriend after 
four years together. I wanted to 
make more of a commitment.” 

Positivity is not going to help 
the family get through every¬ 
thing. They are currently trying 
to raise £37,000 for an extension 
to their house, which will give 
Callum a lift and his own room. 

His bedroom is currently in 
the living room downstairs. 

Mandy and her partner Paul 
Woodley, 42, have organised an 
Elvis Tribute Night for 
September 7 at The Tavern, 
Birdbrook, in the hope they can 
raise the remaining £6,000. 

Tickets cost £10 each and the 
event is on from 7.30pm until 
midnight.

Police hunt men after

Badger cull ‘is 
not the answer 1

BADGER culling has started in a bid 
to stop the spread of bovine TB. 

But the question is whether or not 
shooting thousands of the animals is 
the best way for farmers to save their 
cattle. 

The disease is most commonly host¬ 
ed by cattle and buffalo but badgers, 
rats, and deer can be carriers. 

Infected animals spread the disease 
through their breath - so other ani¬ 
mals can catch it by picking up drop¬ 
lets spread by coughing. 

After years of fierce opposition 
between farmers and animal rights 
campaigners, the culling started this 
week in Gloucestershire and Somerset. 

The two counties are being used as 
pilot schemes. 

Audrey Boyle of Suffolk Wildlife 
Trust says: “It is a sad day for the 
natural world. We deeply regret that 
badger culls are proceeding despite 
the strength of scientific and public 
opinion against them. 

“Although we are not affected in East 
Anglia, we are very conscious of the 
hardship that bovine TB causes farm¬ 
ers in the West Country. 

“However science clearly shows that 
a badger cull is not the solution to 
bovine TB and, in fact, the shooting of 
badgers could make the problem 
worse. This cull is a distraction and 
gets in the way of implementing the 
right mechanisms to control this dis¬ 
ease through improved biosecurity 
and the roll out of cattle and badger 
vaccines - a view shared by many 
landowners in Somerset where the

trial culls are now going ahead.” 

fames Wood, a professor of equine 
and farm animal science at Cambridge 
University, said that the culling will 
only become effective in areas where 
badgers have spread the disease to 
start with. 

Sophie Kennerley, from Animal 
Rights Cambridge, said the majority of 
Cambridgeshire people are against 
killing the animals. 

Instead, a new focus should be put 
onto vaccinating cattle against 
becoming infected, she said.

WARNINGS have been issued 
about a scam where fraudsters 
have tried to extort money by 
pretending to be from the coun¬ 
ty council. 

The telephone scam has hit 
residents across Suffolk where 
they are offered cash prizes by a 
caller claiming to be from 
‘Suffolk Council’ in exchange for 
filling out a spending survey. 

Residents are then asked a 
series of personal and financial 
questions by the caller. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection at 
Suffolk County Council, said: “A 
call from ‘Suffolk Council’ ask¬ 
ing residents to answer any per¬ 
sonal or financial details should 
immediately set alarm bells 
ringing.

ONE DIRECTION: THIS 
IS US 3D

DIRECTED by Morgan Spur¬ 
lock of Supersize Me fame, 
this is the story of five young 
men - Niall Horan, Zayn Ma¬ 
lik, Liam Payne, Harry Styles 
and Louis Tomlinson - and 
their meteoric rise to fame. 

Except, sadly, this is not 
their full story. There's 
footage of the boys 
performing on stage, 
winding down post-show on 
the tour bus and relaxing in 
their hotel rooms. 

We also occasionally see 
the boys exploring the cities 
that they fleetingly visit 
when they are able. During 
one trip they are spotted 
by a group of fans and 
have to be locked in a shop, 
protected from the mass of 
hysterical girls. 

Indeed, the fans feature 
heavily in Spurlock's film 
as they have done in the 
boys' careers. Never has the 
phrase 'we wouldn't be here 
without you' rung so true. 

One Direction fans can 
be obsessive, although they 
prefer the word dedicated. 
Statistics shows that four 
million people in the UK call 
themselves Directioners - 
these are the uber-fans who 
endlessly tweet about the 
boys and spend their spare 



pennies following the band 
around. 

During the film some of 
them are asked what it is 
they love about the boys. 
The answer? One Direction 
make them feel happy and 
they love that they're just 
normal guys. 

And this is a key message 
of the film, repeated time 
and time again by the boys 
and those who know them - 
One Direction are a regular 
bunch of lads. 

What the film is missing 
though, is any kind of 
glimpse into their lives 
outside the band. No 
girlfriends are seen or 
rumours addressed. There's 
no sex or drugs - or rock n' 
roll for that matter - and we 
get the feeling that we're 
being sold a rose-tinted view 
of the boys' lives which is 
hardly surprising given that 
Simon Cowell is a producer 


on the film. 

Having said that, there are 
revealing interviews with the 
boys' families. 

Teary-eyed mothers tell 
how their sons went to The 
X Factor auditions and never 
returned - they're a strange 
mix of incredibly proud and 
very sad. 

All in all this is a hard film 
to rate. It's 92 minutes of 
One Direction so surely 
fans of the band will love 
it. But what about non- 
Directioners? Spurlock has 
said that he challenges 
anyone to go to the film and 
not like the boys afterwards. 
It's a fair point. 

Having said that, with 
One Direction tipped to be 
the first billion dollar boy 
band and the film estimated 
to break UK box office 
records, perhaps all attempts 
at criticism are pointless 
anyway.

Action in 
the autumn

IT’S time to ease yourself out of the deckchair and 
put on your gardening gloves because autumn is 
almost upon us, and with it, a plethora of tasks to 
wake you from your summer slumber. 

There's a host of jobs to do to get ahead this 
autumn, so make the most of the last warm days 
by perking up your plants, then enjoy the season 
change as the leaves turn from green to bril¬ 
liant shades of warm yellow, burnt orange and 
burgundy. 

Here's just a few of the tasks you 
could be doing to get a head start: 

■ Patio Plants 

When your summer bedding is 
past its best and beyond reviving, 
chuck it out and treat yourself to 
a fresh batch of winter-flowering 
pansies, evergreens and shrubs 
including autumn heather, Skimmia 
japonica 'Rubella' and variegated 
ivy to drape over the sides. Plant bulbs such as 
dwarf narcissi underneath. Spring-flowering bulbs 
in pots combine well with winter bedding plants 
such as pansies, evergreens, grasses and heathers. 
Group taller bulbs in the centre of the pot and use 
seasonal bedding nearer the sides. 

■ Boost your lawn 


Autumn is a great time to sow a new lawn, 
when the ground is still warm and there is likely 
to be some rain. You should have prepared the 
soil the previous season, making sure it has been 
well firmed and settled before levelling. Mark 
out your area and sow the seed evenly, scatter¬ 
ing it in both directions before raking it into the 
soil surface. If it doesn't rain, water the seed well 
and keep the soil moist until the grass starts to 
appear. Net the area or put up a 
scarecrow to keep birds away. 

If you have bare patches, mow 
the lawn, rake the surface to remove 
debris then spread seed over the 
sparse areas, sweeping it into the 
surface, before covering it with a 
fine layer of compost and watering 
it in. 

■ Order bulbs 

You should be ordering your 
spring bulbs now, some of which can be planted 
as early as August. Among the first spring bulbs 
for planting are narcissi, both in the border and in 
containers. Others for planting in early autumn 
include muscari, crocus, iris and hyacinth. 

■ Sow seeds 

You don't have to just sow seeds in spring, 


because a range of flowers and veg can be sown 
in autumn to give a longer harvesting time or 
simply to have a better start after overwintering. 
Salads can be sown through to mid-September 
for overwintering, some lettuces will reach a 
size which is perfect for picking before the cold 
slows down growth. Use cloches to cover those 
to be left in the ground a bit longer. Baby spinach 
leaves and corn salad are worth sowing if you 
can cover them later, as are several types of 
overwintering lettuce. Sow overwintering onions 
in vacant rows in the veg plot and transplant in 
October. You can also sow some hardy annuals in 


late summer - Chiltern Seeds (www.chilternseeds. 
co.uk, (01491) 824675 is now offering a number 
of new varieties including Centaurea americana 
Aloha Blanca', pictured, which is robust and tall 
growing, bearing beautiful, fluffy, ivory-white 
flowers six inches across. 

■ De-clutter shed 

Now's the time to clear out those cracked and 
broken pots, rusty tools and snapped bamboo 
canes. Disinfect and neatly pile seed trays which 
won't be used until next year and give your hand 
tools a good clean, wiping blades over with an 
oily rag before prolonged storage.

New Golf R is niftier still 


goes 

LAND Rover has released 
details of its first production 
hybrid SUVs - pictured above 
- which will be capable of 
44mpg and be rated at 169g/ 
km of C02. 

The figures, shared across 
the Range Rover Hybrid and 
Range Rover Sport Hybrid, are 
a significant improvement on 
the standard diesel drive- 
train’s 37.7mpg and 196g/km 
in the latest Range Rover, but 
the firm claims that the new 
system offers performance on 
a par with the exceptional 
SDV8 models. 

Power is put to the road 
through an eight-speed ZF 
gearbox. The entire hybrid 
system weighs 120kg, making 
it relatively lightweight for its 


type. It produces 125lb.ft of 
torque to add to the engine’s 
output and can even power 
the car independently. 

Using a driver-selectable EV 
mode, the Range Rover 
Hybrids will be able to drive at 
up to 30mph on electric power 
only for a range of up to a mile. 


As such the hybrid system is 
designed only as a supplement 
to reduce load on the engine, 
reducing fuel consumption by 
making life easier for the die¬ 
sel V6. 

The drivetrain’s combined 
output is 336bhp and 516lb.ft, 
the latter coming between 


l,500rpm and 3,000rpm. Both 
models will accelerate to 
62mph in less than seven sec¬ 
onds, while top speed is 
135mph, or 140mph for the 
Sport. 

The latest generation models 
were designed with the inte¬ 
gration of a hybrid system in 
mind. The liquid-cooled bat¬ 
tery pack is mounted beneath 
the floor of the vehicle in a 
protective boron-steel cradle 
without impacting on the 
cabin or luggage space. 

The larger vehicle has the 
same five-seat capacity and 
luggage space as the standard 
Range Rover and retains the 
full-size spare wheel, and the 
Range Rover Sport Hybrid’s 
5+2 layout is also unchanged. 


THE new Volkswagen Golf R will 
be able to sprint to 62mph in an 
unprecedented 4.9 seconds. 

This astonishing pace, which 
comes when the Golf R is 
specified with a twin-clutch 
auto DSG gearbox, makes it as 
fast away from the lights as 
older sports cars like the Ferrari 
355, the 4.0-litre TVR Cerbera 
and the Caterham 7 R300. 

With a manual gearbox the 
incredibly quick family 
hatchback is 0.4 seconds slower 
to hit the acceleration 
benchmark, but shares the 
same 155mph electronically 
limited top speed. It puts its 


296bhp - the most for any 
production Golf in history - 
down to the road through a 
fifth-generation part-time four- 
wheel drive system that hooks 
up under high power. 

Under the bonnet is the EA888 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine from the GTI, with mods 
to the cylinder head, exhaust 
valves, valve seats and springs, 
pistons, injection valves and 
turbocharger. 

The car will star on the 
Volkswagen stand at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show next 
month, with a UK on-sale date 
to be confirmed after that time.
